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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are pending. 

2. This application presents a claim for subject matter not originally claimed or 
embraced in the statement of the invention. The recitation that be "intermediate 
chamber being in direct communication with both said upper and lower working 
chambers" of the instant claims is not set forth in the original statement of the invention. 
Note that this is not considered new matter since instant Figs. 1 , 3 shows the feature. A 
supplemental oath or declaration is required under 37 CFR 1 .67. The new oath or 
declaration must properly identify the application of which it is to form a part, preferably 
by application number and filing date in the body of the oath or declaration. See MPEP 
§§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The recitation that the "intermediate chamber being in direct 
communication with both said upper and lower working chamber" of the instant claims is 
not set forth in the original detailed description. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The structure for supporting the recitation of the "intermediate chamber being in 
direct communication with both said upper and lower working chamber" of the instant 
claims is not set forth in the claims. In that the particular structure and/or step involved 
is argued as being a point of novelty, the feature is critical to setting forth a complete 
claimed invention.

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1 -20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the 

principal references to Kashiwagi et al (805) or Spakowski et al (261) or Nezu et al 

(526) or Beck (392), all of record, in view of either one of the newly cited secondary 

or 

references to Feigel (5472070) A Groves et al (6464048). 

Each one of the principal reference discloses the invention substantially as 

claimed. 

However, the principal references do not disclose the claimed feature directed to 
the "intermediate tube" being in direct fluid communication with the upper and lower 
working chambers. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to which the invention pertains to modify each of the principal 
references to Kashiwagi et al (805), Spakowski et al (261) or Nezu et al (526) or Beck 
(392) to directly connect the working chambers to the intermediate chamber as taught 
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by Fig. 5 of Feigel (070) and Fig. 1 thereof and as taught by Fig. 1 of Groves et al (048) 
as per 130, 132 thereof in order to enhance fluid flowability without impeding the flow 
thus permitting pressure equalization, compensation, etc. to be more efficient. 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
